THI* COMMONWEALTH 



Be It enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the Commonwealth of Kan- 
tucky: — 

1. That It shall be unlawful for 
anyone to obatnict the water tables 
of a turnpike or any public road by 
putUng a croastng, either private or 
public, over the water tablea of a pub- 
lic road without providing a culvert 
or drain pipe of sufficient dimension 
to carry the full volume of water that 
mav drain In this water table or Xo 
curb It so as not to Impede the fuU 
flow of water.
